Annexation is Favorably 
Considered. 


Division of Opinion as to Blount’s 
Authority. 

The Majority Inclines to the 
President. 


THE QUEEN WAS RESPONSIBLE. 


Cleveland Has Abandoned Further Attempts 
-Restoration—American Opinion is 
Declared to Be Adverse te 
Monarchies. 


By Telegraph from ths Associated Press, 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—Senator 
Morgan, chairman of the Committee on 
Foreign Relations, today presented the 
report of the investigations of that com- 
mittee made under the resolution re- 
quiring it to ‘report “whether any, 
and if so, What irreguharities had 
occurred in the diplomatic or other 
intercourse between the United States 
and Hawaii with relation to. the 
recent political revolution in Ha- 
wail.” The report prepared by Sena- 
tor Morgan is concurred in by Sena- 
tors Frye,, Dolph and Davis, the Re- 
pubjican membérs of the committee, 
who make, also, supplemental reports. 
Senators Butler, Turpie, Daniel and 
Gray, Democrats, submit a minority 
report. These reports, together with a 
mass of evidence taken by the commit- 
tee, are very voluminous, 

Senator Morgan begins with the prop- 
osition that this government, dealing 
with any form of government in Ha- 
waii, can have no break in its line of 
policy corresponding to any change in 
office of the President. It is in all re- 
spects the same government as if under 
the same President during the entire 
period. The President, however, has a 
right to change his opinion and policy, 
but it must be regarded as a change of 
mind in the same person. The report 
then declares against monarchism in 
the islands, saying this country exer- 
cises at least a moral suzerainty over 
Hawaii, which, it says, “is an American 
State embraced in the American com- 
mercial and military system, entitling 
it to indulgent consideration, if not ac- 
tive sympathy, in endeavors to release 
her people from an odlous anti-Repub- 
lican regime, and subordinates her 
people to the supposed divine right of a 
monarch,” whose title to such divinity 
originated in a most slavish condition 
of pagan barbarity. 

The report approves Minister Ste- 
vens’s order, landing the troops from 
the Boston on the ground that condi- 
tions existed which led naturally to 
the apprehension of civil commotion, 
endangering the security of American 
citizens, and points out that on three 
or four previous occasions similar ac- 
tion had been tiken. This condition, 
the report says, grew out of the effort 
of the Queen to vere the constitu- 
tion, and that her ‘act amounted to 
an act of abdication and neutralized 
her power to protect American citizens. 
The report says: “It is evident the 
Queen's government at that time had 
no power to prevent the landing of 
troops from any quarter, nor power 
to protect itself against invasion, and 
no power to conduct a civil government. 

In other words, an interregnum ex- 
isted. The Queen only held her 
throne under her oath and the con- 
stitution, and when she _ declared 
herself absolved therefrom it was 
an actual act of abdication. ‘‘Fur- 
thermore,” the report says, “she 
had been overthrown by the white 
people of the islands. Before troops 
from the Boston landed the Hawaiian 
monarchy had perished.” 

In view of this the report lays down 
the: proposition that “in a. country 
where there is no power of law to pro- 
tect citizens of the United States, there 
can be no law of nations, nor any rule 
of comity.that can rightfully prevent 
our flag from giving shelter to them 
under protection of our arms, This is 


reference to any distress 

may give the Queen, who 
the confusion, or any 
advantage it might give the 


people disputing her right to resume 
her legal powers. The report dechares: 
“The purpose of Minister Stevens and 
Capt. Wiltze was legitimate, and that 
they acted in good faith, and with 
no interests except to protect Ameri- 
can citizens and preserve order.”’ 

The report speaks of the work of 
American missionaries in building up 
the constitutional government of that 
country, and saysit entitled the people 
of the Unked States to sympathize and 
assist in resisting its destruction. The 
Queen’s desire to banish or kill her 
opponents Should cause America not 


opposed to her. “The report says that 
President Cleveland, as soon as he 
learned this alepoaition of the Queen, 


to hesitate support government | 


abandoned further exercise of attempts 
at reconciliation, though, unfortunately, 
Minister Willis, in. the belief that he 
was following instructions, held two or 
three interviews with the Queén there- 
after. 

The report adds: “When the crown 
falls in any kingdom of the Western 
hemisphere it is pulverized, and when 
the scepter departs it departs forever. 
American opinion cannot sustain any 
American ruler in an attempt to re- 
store them, no matter how virtuous 
and sincere the reason may be that 
seems to justify him.” 

Icx-Minister Stevens's recognition of 
the new government is justified, the re- 
port saying: “it was his duty at the 
safest possible period to assist by his 
recognition the termination of the in- 
terregnum for the safety of the citi- 
zens of the United States. The report 
Says the question of annexation and 
Stevens's anxious advocacy thereof did 
not relieve him from duty or abridge 
his right to call for troops to protect 
the citizens of the United States. The 
committee therefore finds no cause of 
censure either against Minister Stevens 
or Capt. Wiitze.’’ 

The subsequent rajsing of the Amer- 
ican flag on the government building, 
and the declaration of a United States 
protectorate was void for want of 
power, and was disavowed by Secretary 
Foster and rebuked by Secretary Gres- 
ham, who ordered the protectorate 
abandoned and the flag hauled down 
to preserve the national honor of this 
country. The report makes the point 
that this country has always exerted 
the privilege of interference in Ha- 
waii to an extent not justified in the 
affairs of other countries. 

The matter of annexation is discussed 
at length, and while the whole tenor 
is favorable to annexation, no direct 
Statement to that effect is made. It 
says that annexation has been the sub- 
ject of almost constant contemplation 
among the Hawaiians since the be- 
ginning of the reign of Kamehameha I. 
In diplomatic correspondence frequent 
and favorable allusion has been made to 
the subject. The testimony taken by 
the committee discloses the opinion of 
several of our most eminent naval and 
military officers that annexation is in- 
dispensable to the proper defense and 
protection of our Western coast cities. 
It says it is a question deserving a 
thorough investigation and a correct 
and friendly decision. 

The report states that the recogni- 
tion of the provisional government was 
lawful and contributed to peace. The 
appcintment of Blount and his investi- 
gation is taken up, and he is said to 
have presented a “‘sincere and instruc- 
tive report, but that the agitated state 
of opinion and feeling in Hawaii at the 
time made it next to impossible to ob- 
tain a full, fair, and free declaration 
of facts; that evidence taken by the 
commissioner under the most favorable 
circumstances established the fact that 
the revolution originated with Lili- 
tuokalani, who expected through the 
opium and lottery bills to secure funds 
to carry out her purpose. The report 
upholds the right of the President to 
acpoint Blount and delegate to him 
paramount authority. 

It says thaf the President would not 
have been justified in using force to re- 
store the Queen, and that he did not 
contemplate such action, therefore his 
tender of his good offices for the settle- 
ment of differences Was strictly within 
his accepted right. The fact that the 
provisional government was formed to 
exist until annexation to the United 
States should be effected justified inter- 
ference for its protection, which would 
not have been tolerated under other 
circumstances; therefore, the provi- 
sional government, having thrown itself 
into the hands of the United States, 
cannot justly complain that the United 
States should scrutinize all pretensions 
of a right thus to dispose of the entire 
country and _ people. Moreover, the 
Queen herself abdicated provisionally, 
awaiting the decision of the United 
States as to her rights. 

Under ,these conditions the President 
of the United States, believing the in- 
formation then in the possession of the 
g0vernment sufficient to justify 
summary annexation, could not have 
done justice to himself, to his country, 
to the people of Hawaii, to the provi- 
sional government or to Liliuokalani 
without having made an effort to use 
his good offices to ascertain whether it 
was practicable that the Queen be re- 
stored to authority. If the provisional 
government had agreed to restoration, 
the United States would not have been 
in any sense responsible for her restor- 
ation; would not have espoused the mon- 
archy, nor have contravened American 
sentiment or policy; it would merely 
have been a mutual friend in the solu- 
tion of the question. Therefore the 
committee concludes that “the Presi- 
dent of the United States has not, in 
this particular, in any wise been a 
party to any irregularity or impropri- 
ety of conduct in his high office.”’ 

The committee finds nothing worthy 
of criticism in the negotiation of a 
treaty of annexation with the provi- 
sional government of Hawaii, as the 
provisional government is_ perfectly 
competent to make such a treaty. The 
committee finds that the treaty was not 
negotiated too hastily, as charged, be- 
cause, both parties desiring it, speedy 
conclusion was desirable in the interest 
of good government, Moreover, the 
danger of the islands falling into the 
hands of some European power made 
prompt action necessary. 

The'.committee finds Stevens's advo- 
cacy of annexation not open to criti- 
cism, it being in line with the opinions 
of Secretary Marcy and nearly all of 
his successors as Secretary of State, 
and with many of Mr. Stevens's prede- 
cessors in Hawaii. It declares that his 
dealings with the Hawaiian govern- 
ment were characterized by becoming 
dignity and reserve, and were not in 
any way harsh or offensive. The onty 
substantial irregularity in the conduct 
of any officer of the United States was 
the declaration of a protectorate by 
Mr. Stevens, though no actual harm 
resulted from this act and it merely re- 
quired to be disavowed as a precedent. 

The Republiean members, in their 
supplemental report, express accord 
with the essential findings of the main 
report, but declare that Blount’s ap- 
pointment was unconstitutional; that 
the placing of the naval force at Hon- 
olulu under his orders was illegal; that 
the hauling down of the American flag 
at Honolulu by Mr. Blount’s orders was 
unwarranted, because it created public

Senator Morgan, chairman of the 
Committee on Foreign Relations, pre- 
sented a report on the Mawaiian in- 
vestigation, and Senator Frye gave no- 
tice that on Wednesday he would ad- 
dress the Senate on that subject. 

The proceedings of the House werd 
full of exciting incidents. Mr. Bland, 
being unable to secure a quorum, con- 
cluded to allow-the debate on the bill 
to proceed, at the same time declaring 
that he would return to the assault to- 
morrow. Two sensational speeches fol- 
lowed, one by Mr. Pence of Colorado, 
who denounced the Republicans for 
submitting to the crack of ex-Speaker 
Reed’s whip, and warned him if the 
election of a President were thrown into 
the House in 1896 he would rue his fili- 
bustering course, and the other by Mr. 
Fithian, who condemned in severest 
terms the action of the Democratic col- 
leagues taking part in the filibuster. 

Toward the close of the session Mr. 
Pence’s reflections on Messrs. Pickler 
and Ellis of Oregon drew forth from 
them a statement which Mr. Pence 
characterized as ‘“‘absolutely untrue.” 
He was twice called to order, and the 
House, by a vote, refused to allow him 
to proceed. It is probable that Pence’ 
speech will be the occasion for furthei 
comment tomorrow.

Admiral Gherardi Impresses Upon the Wit- 
nesses the Importance of Their 
‘Oaths—Taking of Testimony 
Begins Today.

BROOKLYN, Feb. 26.—At o'clock 
today the investigation attending the 
circumstances of the loss of the Kear- 
sarge on Roncador Reef began on board 
the Vermont. 

‘‘Are all survivors mustered who can 
be assembled?” asked, Admiral Ghe- 
rardi, turning to Commander Heyer- 
man, 

“Yes, all that can be assembled,” re- 
plied the commander. 

The president of the court directed 
the judge-advocate to read the narra- 
tive of Heyerman. Kelley read the 
report. 
miral Gherardi said: ‘‘Now, lads, I am 
about to swear you, and not only you, 
but the officers of the ship, as well, and 
certain questions will be put to you. 
You have all read the report of the 
commanding officers and the indorse- 
ment of the commander-in-chief of ine 
North Atlantic station. I want one and 
all of you to bear in mind the solem- 
nity of the oath you are to take, and re- 
member that there will be certain ques- 
tions put to you which it is your duty, 
both officers and men, to answer, no 
matter how painful they may be to any 
of you. I shall give you a few min- 
utes to think over exactly what you 
want to say, for remember that subse- 
quently to this you have to swear to 
all you say here. Gentlemen and crew, 
please raise your right hands.” 

When all had been sworn in, the pres- 
ident turned to Commander Heyerman 
and these questions and answers fol- 
lowed: 

Q. Is the narrative read to the cour 
a true statement of the grounding and 
wrecking of the United States’ late ship 
Kearsarge? 

A. It is, sir. 

Q. Have you any complaint to make 
against any surviving officers and 
crew of said ship on that occasion? 

A. None whatever. 

Admiral Gherardi then addressed the 
officers and crew, saying: ‘‘Have you 
anything to object to in the narrative 
just read to the court, or anything 
to lay to the charge of any officer or 
man with regard to the loss of the 
United States’ late ship, Kearsarge?’’ 

There was no movement among the 
crew nor among the officers. 

Admiral Gherardi turned to the for- 
mer and said: ‘‘Now, I want to impress 
upon you that this is not a question of 
spite. It is not a question of dislike, 
cor whether you feel you have a dis- 
like against some individual, but sim- 
ple dutv—simple, plain, straightforward 
duty. Therefore any of you who have 
to make wiii step forward 
and make that complaint to the judge- 
advocate, who will take it down in 
writing.’’ 

Not one man moved. The admiral 
turned to the officers. They had noth- 
ing to say. When he spoke to some 
of them individually they shook their 
heads. This ended the proceedings of 
the day. The men were dismissed, and 
the court adjourned until tomorrow, 
when it will begin taking testimony.

Yesterday the Santa Fe gave notice 
to the secretary and members of the 
Southern California Passenger Agspcia- 
tion of an intention to withdraw ftom 
the local agreement made to maintain 
rates out of this territory. Upon learn- 
ing of this actioa, T. H. Duzan, passen- 
ger agent for the Burlington, gave 
a similar’: notice. This means the dis- 
ruption of the association and a re- 
moval of all-restrictions on cut rates, 
dealing with brokers and fighting for 
business in any way. The withdrawals 
take effect on March 1, when the cut 
rates become available. The rate war 
is the all-alorbing topic of conversa- 
tion now, for nothing could be of more 
vital impo~tance to this section than a 
‘reduction in west-bound rates, even if 
the east-bound rates do go so low as 
to promote an higera eastward equal 
to that which comes westward. Low 
-rates—perhaps not the ones so far an-

but those which must come later 
as the result of the war—will tempt 
a great many people to ccme to Cali- 
fornia and probably as many to visit 
Eastern points.

The Board of Education succeeded |. 


in holding a meeting last night. It 
Saved itself by about three or four 
minutes. If a quorum had not been 
present till five minutes later the 
board would have had to stand ad- 
journed till the next regular meeting, 
the way it did two weeks ago. 

No attempt was made to render 
legal the election of President Pepper 
by the board proceeding to elect him 
over again by a viva voce vote, the 
way the ci charter requires, as was 
pointed out by the papers several weeks 
ago.

408.50; expenditures, $44,220; balance on 
hand, $17,188.50. 

Mr. Stein said it is very necessary 
that something be done to provide ad- 
ditional school facilities for the relief 
of the present crowded condition of a 
large number of the schools. He had 
observed that one of the members of 
the City Council had moved to take 
the necessary steps to call an election 
to vote bonds for $250,000 for the im- 
provement of the parks. He believed 
it would be much better to use the 
money for school aw gene This city 
is no longer a country village, and at 
the present rapid rate of growth, even 
with a number of new buildings, there 
will be within two years’ time, the 
same crowded condition as at present. 
He believed the city should vote bonds 
for $200,000 or $250,000, and with that 
money put up some large buildings that 
will hold some pupils. He also wished 
to call attention to the fact that the 
site on which the Railroad-street build- 
ing stands will soon have to be va- 
cated. 

Mr. Buehler said he believed it would 
be well to move the building to some 
point on Macy street, about midway 
between Alameda street and the river.

ENDED IN DISASTER. 


San Diego Treasure Hunters Come to 
Grief. 

(San Diego Union, Monday:) Capt. 
George E. P. Hunt has received a let- 
ter from his son George, dated at La 
Paz, Lower California, early in the 
present month, announcing that the 
schooner Alethia Hunter, in which 
young Hunt and his partner, C. Wil- 
liamson, had _ sailed for the Cocos 
Islands had been wrecked and that he 
would sell her at La Paz for what he 
could get. Later a telegram was re- 
ceived from Guaymas § stating that, 
Hunt and Williamson were on the way 
home, They are expected to arrive to- 


y. 

The schooner Alethia Hunter was 
built in San Francisco and was of 
about thirty tons burden. She was 
bought by Hunt and Williamson and 
was fitted with stores for an eight 
months’ cruise. Williamson, while on 
the Mississippi River some years ago, 
became acquainted with an actor who 
gave him a chart or map showing the 
lecation of certain buried treasure on 
Cocos Island, on the equator, off the 
Ecuadorian. coast. Williamson is pos- 
sessed of considerable means and came 
to San Diego to reside with his family. 
He ran across the old’ map one day, 
after he had almost forgotten of its ex- 
istence, and being of an inquiring turn 
of mind determined to make a voyage 
to Cocos to see if there was any truth 
in the story. 

Young Hunt was also of an adventu- 
rous turn, and was readily per- 
suaded.to join Williamson in the pro- 
ject. Théy hired three stout sailors, 
and besides eight months’ provisions 
laid in a large supply of fresh water, 
ore sacks and trading stuff. Their plan 
was to go direct to Cocos and after 
searching tor the treasure, if success- 
ful, to go to,Guayaquil and sell the 
vessel and return on the West Coast 
steamer. If unsuccessfsul they were to 
proceed to Galapagos Islands and pros- 
pect for minerals and thence return, 
prospecting the small islands on the 
voyage. 

They sailed from San Diego about the 
Ist of November, and no one knows 
how far south they sailed or where the 
schooner was wrecked. The letter 
simply announced that they had en- 
countered terrible weather, in which 


she sprung heavy teaks, and that they 
had to beach her. After patching her 
up they again set sail, but were almost 
lost and put into La Paz full of water. 
Young Hunt wrote-that the schooner 
was afloat by a miracle, and stated 
that the force of the chabuscos, or sud- 
den storms, in the Gulf was something 
greater than he had ever seen, even on 
the’ ocean.

AMERICANS IN EUROPE. 


James Gordon Bennett, who is really 
now more of a European than an Amer- 
ican, as far as residence is concerned, 
is always stirring up the Europeans 
with some new idea. Either he starts 
a new daily paper, afier tne American 
style, or he runs tally-ho coaches from 
some point to another, carrying pas- 
gengers, or he breaks the bank at 
Monaco, or, as he did last week, he 
inaugurates a steam yacht race on the 
Mediterranean. There wat a time, not 
so many years ago, when the English 
were the. most-talked-of people on the 
eontinent of Europe, and their custom 
was the most sought afier by hotel- 
keepers and others who cater to visit- 
ors abroad. Now, however, the English 
are not “in it’ with the Americans, 
wht, with the Russians, lead the pro- 
cession in all the gay cities of the con- 
tinent. It is true that Americans who 
visit Europe do not always spend their 
money very wisely, and that they some- 
times do things which make their sen- 
sible countrymen ashamed of them. 
This. however, is only to be expected 
when we remember how many thou- 
sands of people in this country every 
year come into sudden wealth, to 
which they had never been accustomed. 
There has been, however, a vast im- 
provement in this line during the past 
few years. The general diffusion of ed- 
ucation and the facilities for travel 
nave worked a great change. The Amer- 
ican who makes his countrymen 
ashamed of him in Europe is now the 
exception rather than the rule, and, 
on the other hand, there are thousands 
of Americans who are welcome guests 
in the most select circles of European 
capitals, where they are distinguished 
by the unaffected courtesy of their 
manners * and their conversational 
powers. Without wishing to be invid- 
ious, it may safely be said that a 
comparison between the average Amer- 
ican visiting- Europe and the average 
Englishman vssiting America would not 
be at all flattering to the latter. 


TOUCHED BEDROCK, 


There is an old saying which tells us 
that when things get to the worst 
It is to be hoped 
that the truth of this saying will soon 
be made evident in this country. Cer- 
tainly it is difficult to see how things 
can become any worse, as far as the 
prices of products are -concerned. As 
shown in Dun’s Business Review, which 
was printed in yesterday's Times, dur- 
ing the past week the lowest prices 
were touched in wheat, in silver, in 
some forms of iron and steel, in coke 
and in cotton goods. As mentioned in 
The Times on Saturday the bank clear- 
ances throughout the country were 
more than 43 per cent. less than for 
the same week last year. How low 
wheat has fallen may be realized when 
it is stated that the cereal is lower by 
131%, cents than it has ever been in the 
previous seventy-seven years. Consid- 
‘ering these facts, it is really wonderful 
that the courtry holds up as well as it 
does. While the failures for the weeek 
were more than twice aS numerous as 
for the same week last year, the ag- 
gregate of the amounts involved was 
not nearly so large as might have been 
expected. This country has a wonder- 
ful recuperative power. In this re- 
spect we are far ahead of all other civ- 
flized countries, most of which have not 
only spent far more than they can af- 
ford, but have overdrawn their credii 
and got into debt beyond all reason. 
Once let things take an upward move- 
in tnis country and we shall soon be 
in a position to forget all about the 
business troubles which now afilict us. 


CALIFORNIA FRUIT-GROWERS AND THE 
TARIFF. 


Reports. from Washington differ 

eatly as to the ultimate fate of the 
Wilson tariff bill. Meantime, the Cali- 
fornia representatives, Democrats as 
well as Republicans, are doing thei. 
best to see that the interests of this 
State are dealt with as leniently as pos- 
sible. Among other things they are 
trying to get an increase in the tariff 
on wine, using the argument that wine 
is a luxury and therefore should be 
taxed. It is said to be doubtful, how- 
ever, whether they wiib be able to in- 
fluence the sub-committees. The raisin- 
growers are wide awake and have an 
active representative at Washington in 
the person of Mr. Butler of Fresno. 
On the other hand the prune-growers 


do not seem to realize the danger that 


there is for them. It is said by some 
that the California prune industry 
would be utterly ruined should the 
Wilson bill become a law. The prune- 
growers have been urged by our rep- 
resentatives in Washington to send on 
some facts upon which an effective ar- 
gument may be based, -but so far they 
have failed to do so. The leading 
prune-growing section of the State is 
in Santa.Clara county, but there is a 
jlarge area of prune orchard in Los An- 
geles county, and it might be well

lowing on the Midwinter Fair Tacoma 
now proposes to have an exhibition of 
the industries and resources of the 
Northwestern States and Territories, 
including Wyoming, Idaho, Montana, 
Oregon, Washington, British Columbia 
and Alaska. The Tacoma people say 
that they are starting this exhibition be- 
cause the Northwest felt itself unjustly 
treated by the San Francisco fair in 
the matter of time given for prepara- 
tion. The exhibition is to be run sim- 
ply as a business proposition, without 
any superfluous officials. Every busi- 
ness and working and professional man 
in Tacoma has arranged to contribute 
one day’sincome to the fund, in return 
for which he receives a certain interest 
in the scheme. There is no doubt that 
the lumber and fish industries alone of 
the Northwest would furnish an inter- 
esting exhibit, which would attract 
many people. It is scarcely necessary 
to remark that Tacoma will not at- 
tempt to hold its fair at midwinter, or 
any other part of the winter. It is gen- 
erally understood that it rains about 
eight days a week up there, and visit- 
ors would have to supply themselves 
with gum boots. The fair is to be held 
in August and September next. 


The continued depression in business 
in England makes more and tnore cn- 
verts to the doctrine of bimetallism in 
that country. Hitherto the English bi- 
metallists have held something of the 
same position as the Greenbackers of 
this country and have wielded little in- 
fluence. Now it is stated that nearly 
every English economist of eminence 
is on the side of bimetallism, and an ex- 
governor of the Bank of England is 
one of its strongest advocates.

Final Ordinances for Street Work Adopted— 
Sewer and Zanja Matters—Other 
General Routine Business 
Transacte 


All of the members, except Messrs. 
Munson and Gaffey, were present at 
yesterday’s session of the City Council. 
Mr. Munson was stated to be absent 
because of sickness. 

The report of the Health Officer that 
the Arroyo de Los Reyes, between Fifth 
and Sixth streets, is in an unsanitary 
condition, was regeived and filed. 

The communication from the Health 
Officer calling attention to the urgent 
necessity of providing a sewer for In- 
graham street, between Bixel and Kip 


Streets, was referred to the Sewer Com- 
mittee, 


The contract and bond with George 
Rheinchild for improving Bridge-street 
extension for the sum of $200 were ap- 
proved, 

The Board of Public Works’ report 
was adopted, substantially as heretofore 
published, 

the requisitions were approved as 
presented, except one for 1500 copies of 
the annual report of the Health Offi- 
cer, which was rejected, and three or 
four for engineers’ services on the sur- 
vey of Elysian Park, which requisi- 
tions were referred back to the Sup- 
ply Committee, 

Councilman Strohm moved to instruct 
the Street Superintendent to set back 
the curb at Maple avenue, between 
Seventh and Eighth streets, to the 
new curb line. Adopted. 

The Street Superintendent reported 
the matter of laying a cement walk 
on the @orth side of Seventh street, 
between Bixel &nd Lucas streets, rec- 
ommending that the proceedings for 
the same be abandoned, as the walk 
had already been laid. The report was 
adopted. 

The City Clerk reported that it would 
be in order to pass the final ordinance 
ordering the construction of a sewer 
on Twenty-fifth street, between Main 
street and Grand avenue. Action on 
the matter was deferred till afternoon. 

The Finance Committee report, rec- 
ommending that certain sums bo re- 
turnec to W. 8S. Bovd, Ed Tring, W. 
W. Cockins and Mrs. M. Ballantyne, as 
paid on erroneous assessments, was 
adopted. 

The demands were allowed as ap- 
proved by the Supply Committee. 

Councilman Rhodes moved that th: 
Street Superintendent construct a pip 
line in accordance with the recom 
mendation of the Citv Engineer, with 
the excention of the size of ripe, usine 
instead six-inch pipe, to remove th: 
nuisance caused by water in the gutte 
on Pearl” street. south of Sevent’ 
«treet, the pipes to be taken from the 
corporation-yard.’ Adopted. 

SEWPRS, AND ZANJTAS. 

The following was presented: 

“Your Sewer Gommittee beg to re- 
nort in the matter 6f the petition fro: 
John T. Jones et al., protesting agains 
the construction of @ sewer on Twenty 
second street, between Grand avenus 
and Main street, that_ “we find 
that .-the protest repres-nts a 
majority of the frontage on the sai: 
street, and therefore recommend th» 
Monday. March 5, at 2 o’clock in the 
afternoon, be det for hearing said prvu- 
test.”” Adopted. 

“We find on examination that there 
is a defect in the present ordinance oi 
intention for the construction of a sewe. 
on Belmont avenue, between Coun i! 
and Rockwood streets, and we woul: 
recommend that the City Engineer b 
directed to present a new ordinance 
of intention for the construction of 
said sewer.” Adopted. 

The Zanja Committee reported in the 
matter of the petition of J. W. Pringle, 
asking permission to change the course 
of zanja No. 5, crossing lots Nos. 30 and 
22 in the George Daltcn, Sr., tract so 
that said zanja shall run between lots 
Nos. 30 and 28. The report recom- 
mended that he de-rallowed to make 
the change undernd&e direction of the 
zanjero, with t understanding that 
the city does not lése‘any rights where 
ithe zanja now crosses and the flow of 
water is not retarded. The report was 
adopted. 

The bid of the Excelsior Bridge 
Works proposing to ©“ construct’ the 
Ninth-street bridge for $1091.40 was re- 
fered to the Bridge Committee. No 
other parties submitted bids on that 
work. 

Councilman Pessell moved that the 
City Atttorney, City Engineer and 
Street Superintendent be directed to 
take the necssary steps to have ob- 
structions removed from Maple avenue 
between Sixteenth and Washington 
streets, providing said curb and lines 
given on Maple avenue by the City En- 
gineer are the correct lines. Adopted. 

THE UNEMPLOYED. 

Councilman Nickell presented the fol- 
lowing resolution and moved its adop- 
tion: 

“Whereas, the Labor Commission -has, 
according to instructions, employed 
about 170 men and twenty-five teams, 
and, 

“Whereas, it is found this does not 

give the necessary relief to the unem- 

ployed men now in this city, therefore 
it 

“Resolved, that the Labor Commis- 
sion be empowered, to employ about 
one hundred more men and the neces- 
sary teams for working the same for a 
period of two weeks from this date, 
those employed to be the heads of des- 
titute families only,” 

Councilman Strohm moved to amend 
the resolution so as increase the 
number of men employed to 200. He 
said it had been noised abroad more or 
less that he was one who made a mo- 
tion to reduce the wages of the men 
put to work by the city from $2 to $1 
per day. He desired to have it under- 
stood that in making a motion for sucn 
a reduction he did so in order that 
there might be a greater number of 
men‘given work. 

The resolution was adopted, however, 
as presented by Mr. Nickell without 
it being amended, whereupon the Coun- 
cil took a recess until 2 o’clock, 


Afternoon Session. 

In the matter of the hearing on the 
protests ‘against the sewering of the 
Downey-avenue sewer district, the pro- 
tests were denied and the objections 
overruled. 

The matter of the protests against 
the Griffin-avenue sewer coming up, the 
Sewer Committee’ did not present any 
report, but Mr. Nickell of that com- 
mittee stated the committee had ex- 
amined the place where the sewer is 
proposed to be loeated. The protest 
was denied and the ord'nance order- 
ing the work was adopted. 

An ordinance, making it unlawful 
for any person to keep more than two 
cows on any premises owned and con- 
trolled by such person within a certain 
Second ~Ward, -w'as 
adopted. The penalty for a violation

of the ordinance is a fine not exceeding 


$50 or imprisonment not exceeding fifty 
days, or both. 
CITY. ATTORNEY'S REPORT, 

The City Attorney reported: 

“IT have prepared, and herewith pre- 
seni, an ordinance for the opening and 
extending of Park Lane, between Sev- 
enth and Eighth streets, in accordance 
with your instructions.’’ Adopted. 

“In the matter of the petition of 
Frank B. Clarke, asking for the aban- 
donment of a street in the Highland 
View tract, I find that this street runs 
from a point inside of the city to the 
north boundary line thereof. I have no 
means of knowing whether this street 
connects with another .street outside 
of the city or ‘not. I would advise, 
however, that, in view of the fact 
that it may connect with a street out- 
side of the city’s limits, or might be 
wanted at some future time for that 
purpose, that this street be not aban- 
doned until the Board of Public Works 
shall have examined and reported on 
the same.”’ Referred to the Board of 


Public Works. 


“In the matter of the widening of 
Casanova street, referred to the City 
Attorney and Park Commission, it is 
the opinion of the Park Commissioners 


that such widening is unnecessary. 
Thay have, ctherefore, advised that 
the petition be denied. It *seems 
that they Should be the final 


judges of this matter, and I, therefore, 
recommend that their action be con- 
curred in by the Council.” Action de- 
ferred for four weeks, ~ 

“In the matter of the petition of John 
Lloyd, asking for the removal of the 
obstruction in Church Lane: This mat- 
ter has been before the present Council) 
and the one immédiately preceding it 
for consideration at various times, but 
no final action has ever been taken. I 
would, therefore, ‘advise that the matter 
be referred to the Land Committee for 
the purpose of carefully investigating

Final ordinance, ordering the con- 


struction of a sewer on Twenty-fifth 
Street, between Main street and Grand 
avenue, was adopted. 

The, work recently done on Grand 
avenue, between Eleventh and Pico 
streets, was accepted on the part of the 
Council. 

On recommendation of the Street 
Superintendent, Contractor W. B. Nich- 
ols was granted an extension of twenty 
days’ time in which to complete work 
on Wolfskill avenue. 

CITY ENGINPER’S REPORT. 

The City Engineer reported the fol- 
lowing:

“Ordinance of intention to g. ace, 
grave! and construct a redwood curb 
on Western avenue, from First striet 
io Arnold street, said work to be cone 
under the bond act, I having esiimat ii 
che cost to exceed $1 per front fvo..’ 
Adopted. 

“In the matter of the reports of the 
Gas and Light Committee referied t- 
me, 1 find as foliows: The expert 
mechanicai engineers, Messrs. Haw- 
Wood and Van Vieck, tested/th: 
ngine, and found that an average o' 
“52 horse power was developed, whil- 
according to the contract, only 337‘, 
horse power is required, and thai the 
ngines were lightly loaded at that. 

“The expert electrician,. Mr. Buchan- 
an, finds that the lighting-station i- 
well equipped; that the voltage is higher 
than usually run; that the amount of 
urrent is above the Bush standard: 
that the number of lights run by the 
Iynamos is not within 12 per cent. of 
their maximum output; that the same 
iverage voltage détermined at the 
test has been kept up for a year back, 
and that the lamps are standard 20°0 
and 3090 candle vower. and that the 
Los Angeles Lighting Company is, fur- 
nishine the city with the full standard 
eané@le power are lamps callei for by 
the contract.” 

Councilman Campbell moved to adop? 
the report, but Councilmard Rhod'’s 
moved that it be received and filed, 
which was @one. 

The City Engineer also presented a 
final ordinance, establishing the «grade 
of St. Paul’s avenue, between Orance 
and Sixth streets, which ordinance was 
adopted. 

A VIGOROUS PROTEST. 

A protest of Louis Gottschalk ob- 
jected to the city entering into any 
contract with Dalton Wheeler for the 
eonstruction of the Maple-avenve sewer, 
as at present proposed. He states that 
he owns the lot at the northeast corner 
of Washington street and Muple ave- 
nue. He also gives notice that he will 
not pay any assessment that may be 
made under the present ordinance. 

He gives a number of reasons for 
his objection. Among these are th-1t 
the ordinances “totally disregard the 
principle which is the only founda- 
‘‘on upon which an assessment can le- 
zally ‘be made or sustained, and which 
's*that such assessments must be 
according to the special benefits con- 
‘erred upon the lot assessed.”’” As an 
example of this, he states that his lot 
has a sewer on its front of sixty feet 
‘n Washington street, and that an ad- 
ditional sewer on Maple avenue wil: 
be of no benefit to it, yet it is Mable 
to be assessed for 153 feet of its depth, 
improperly called frontage, on Maple 
avenue. Other lots having a frontage 
of fifty feet on Maple avenue and hav- 
ing no sewer whatever will only be as- 
fifty feet. 

As another reason, he states the or- 
dinance does not describe any definjte 
area of land for the district; also, 
that the Council never acquired jurisdic- 
tidn to pass the final ordinance; also, 
that there was no proper posting of 
the so-called resolution of intention, nor 
any notice inviting proposals for doing 
the same, “on or near the chamber 
door of the City Council, as prescribed 
by law, and that any posting at the 
entrance of the City Hall, in the first 
story, and more titan one hundred feet 
from the chamber door of the City 
Council, is not a compliance with the 
law.”’ 

In conclusion he states that he, as 
well as others, are in favor of the 
sewer, provided no injustice is done to 
their property.

Points of ‘Progress Along the 
Path of Empire. 


Phoenix and Her Status as a City—The Trusty 
Bowle is no Longer Carried in the 
Very Convenient 
Boot. 


FORNIX (Ariz.,) Feb. 24.—(Special 
Coriespondence.) At a time when par- 
@icular attention is being directed to 
the ‘““erritory of Arizona it is of ip- 
terest to note the status and progress 
of iis chief city. The conditions found 
to exist. here are, in a large measure, 
indicative of how matters” stand 
throughcut the Territory. Therefore, as 
applied to Phoenix, the question, How 
is business? is suggestive and signifi- 
eant. In a. general way, there is as 
little compkint of hard times as will 
be heard anywhere in the West. All’ 
branches of trade seem reasonably 
prosperous, and the merchants are con- 
stantly increasing their stocks and im- 
proving their facilities. As incidental 
to the business methods under improved 
conditions it’ is to be-noted that all 
prominent ‘businesg houses now ‘close 
on Sunday, six days being considered 
sufficient to iransact the regular, busi- 
ness. 

In the line of manufacturing enter- 
Prises, Phoenix, like all new places, 
has only made a beginning, but with 
the development of the surrounding 
country and improved railroad facilities 
these will undoubtediy increase. At 
present there are a roller flour mill, 
two ice factories, three planing mills, 
@ fruit cannery, foundry and cheese 
factory. For new enterprises there is a 
promising field for a brewery and fruit- 
drying establishment. ° 

At this season the fruit-tree nurseries 
@re doing. a good business, local grow- 
@rg being well represented and fully 
SApetent to meet the greater part of 
the demand. <i 

Building operations are not specially 
active, although considerable new work 
is projected: The demand -for rents, 
both business and residence, are fully 
up the supply, and prices would in- 
dicat} that money ‘invested in new 
buildings would produce a satisfactory 
income. 

The real estate market is quiet, but 
firm. There is a steady demand for 
first-class property, and good prices are 
maintained. 

Those whe purchased during the .pe- 
riod of real estate activity remain firm 
in their confidence that Pltoenix has a 
Dright and substantial outlook for 
growth, and there is no disposition to 
unioad because the “boom” is tempo- 
rarily suspended. 

Inquiries from many sections of the 

ast are being received almost daily 
as to lands for farming and fruit-grow- 
ing, and, with an improvement in gen- 
eral financial conditions and final set- 
tlement of the question of Statehood, 
there is no doubt about a very large 
influx of new settlers. 

A condition which impresses the 
Hastern visitor with favor in meeting 
the people of Phoenix is the high social 
and intellectual standard maintained. 
To those who come here expecting to 
find nothing but pronounced features of 
the “wild and woolly West” there will 
‘ie disappoiniment for their expecta- 
tions. Good government, good schools 
and a patriotic devotion td thé Welfare 
ef the whole community are the ends 
sought and well provided for. Refer- 
Ting to the edumtional status of Ari- 
zona no more suggestive language can 
be used than what\was expressed by 
Chief Justice Baker in a recent ad- 
dress before the Teaphers’ Institute at 
Phoenix. He said: \ 

“I would not omit naming our own 
Territory as a recipien\ of the blessings 
of the free school. Hete its value was 
quickly seen. I am prdud to state this 
fact that Arizgna expends more morfey 
annually for educational purposes,-ac- 
cording to population, than any State 
in the Union, and the census of: 1890 
Shows a larger percentage of her white 
population able to read and write than 
does that of the great State of Massa- 
chusetts.”’ 

As an example of the kind of people 
who are settling this Territgry, your 
correspondent, while driving through 
the ranch district a few days ago, 
called at one of the best cultivated 
ranch homes in the Salt River Valley. 
Here lives a graduate of Yale College, 
whose rooms are filled with books and 
works of art. While enjcying all the 
Privileges of scholarly training he has 
proven by a finely-improved ranch that 
an educated head in no way interferes 
with thorough work and practical re- 
sults in farming and fruit-growing. 
Such is the coming citizenship of the 
rew State of Arizona.

The deputy sheriff at Hol- 
brook started in pursuit, and caught 
them Tuesday. The thieves were ar- 
raigned and bound over to the District 
Court in the sum of $600. 

A SAD OCCURRENCE. 

One of the saddest occurrences which 
have been reported in recent 
years happened in New Mexico on 
the Upper Gila, about a week ago. A 
Mexican woman named Sista Wesley, 
who had lost a child some time since, 
went to the graveyard, which is a very 
lonely spot in that sparsely populated 
part of the country, to mourn over 
her little one, and while in the grave- 
yard two bears set upon her and com- 
pletely devoured her. 
CIVIL VS. MILITARY AUTHORITY. 
The military authorities at Fort Stan- 
ton, N. M., are worked up on account of 
the arrest by the Sheriff of Lincoln 
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county of a first sergeant and four of his 
men, charged with cattle-stealing. It 
appears that one of the soldiers gave 
his companions away in order to secure 
the reward of $500 offered by the Lin- 
coln County Cattle Association. The in- 
former and thc sergeant were released 
on bonds, and the three soldiers were 
committe? to jail to await their trial. 
The soldiers claim that the sergeant 
odered them to kill the beef and take 
it to the corhpany kitchen, while the lat- 
ter claims he was simply training a corps 
of foragers, who would learn in times 
of peace how to supply the camp with 
fresh meat in time of warfare. 
CLAY “TAKES WATER.” 

The nervy convict John Clay, with 
an extraordinary record in the dark 
cell at Yuma Prison, has at last sur- 
rendered. The new dark cell did ‘it. 
The old cell was so situated that food 
could occasionally “be smtggied into 
it by the other convicts,;*and it is cer- 
tain that Clay was Not suffering any. 
A new cell was, therefore, built for his 
benefit. It is about fifteen feet square, 
and a cage in the center holds the vic- 
tim. A long passage with a door at 
each end prevents familiarity from the 
outside. One week of the new cell was 
enough for Clay, and he broke down 
completely. He pleaded sickness, and 
is now in the hospital, where he will 
probably remain until his antagonist, 
Withrow, goes out, whoch will be next 
week. Clay was in solitary confine-. 
ment one hundred and five days. 

A BIG BLECTRICAL POSSIBILITY. 

In Mohave county, one thousand 
inches of water can be piped one and a 
half miles, obtaining .a head of eight 
hundred feet. By connecting it with 
a turbine, dynamo, etc., power could be 
obtained that would work all the mills 
in the Gold Basin, Lost Basin and Music 
Mountain districts. In the three dis- 
tricts are millions of tons of gold ore 
that will pay a good profit if worked on 
the ground, but which will barely pay 
to ‘ship or .haul twenty miles or more 
to a mill. 43

THE LONB HIGHWAYMAN OF ARIZONA—A 
TRUE ‘TALE OF FHE ROAD.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—(Special 
Correspondence.) Postoffice Inspector 
John P. Clum, late Indian agent at 
San . Carlos - Reservation; Mayor of 
Tombstene, Ariz., awd’ fdunder of the 
Tombstone Epitaph, at°a recent Wash- 
ington dinner, whére “Sfbries were the 
order of the after part, told the fol- 
lowing tale from the far West:  . 

“One warm day in July, 1878, I took 
passage on the west-bound overland 
stage at Tucson, Ariz., my destination 
being Florence; a little town in the Gila 
Valley, seventy-five miles distant. 
When Joe Converse threw off the brake 
and started his sturdy team down the 
Santa Cruz Valley his way-bill con- 
tained the names of three passengers. 
My companion inside was a veterinary 
surgeon from Fort Lowell. He car- 
ried two army revolvers in his belt and’ 
as the day was warm he loosed the 
buckle and allowed the weapons to rest 
behind him on the seat. My own pistol, 
a Colt’s forty-five, was snug in its scab- 
bard and as I had left my belt at home” 
I dropped the gun on the floor of the 
coach as I entered. On the box with 
the driver was a Chinaman, and 
neither he nor Joe were provided with 
a more formidable weapon than a jack- 
knife. We were traveling on the regu- 
lar southern overland daily stage run- 
ning at that time from Ei Paso, Tex, 
to San Diego, Cal, and upon which 
was transported the United States mail 
and Wells, Fargo & Co.’s express box. 

“The doctor and myself chatted as 
we rolled along and made the best of 
« tedious stage ride under a Southern 
Arizona-July sun. The aches were 
not on the war-path and no gtage rob- 
beries had taken place in that vicinit 
for several years; hence we were no 
anticipating any unusual incident to 
disturb ‘the tedium of the journey, 
and, perchance, give it a shade of in- 
terest. and romance. 

“About eighteen miles west of Tuc- 
son there is a slightly-rugged elevation 
known as ‘Point of Rocks.’ it was late 
in the afternoon when we neared this 
point. The road in that part is very 
sandy, and Joe allowed his steeds to 
proceed at a slow walk. The doctor 
and myself were discussing some grow- 
ing storm clouds. in the northwest 
which gave hope of rain, when,. without 
any preliminaries the coach stopped and 
the muzzle of an. old seven-shooter 
Spencer carbine was thrust in at the 
south door of the coach next to which 
‘my friend, the doctor, was seated. The 
carbine. was seconded by a handy six- 
shooter, which rested in the fingers of 
the hand that supported the barrel of 
the rifle, and behind these two weapons 
towered the form of the highwayman. 
“The robber appeared to be over six 
feet tall, and of erect and athletic 
build. His coat was worn wrong-side 
out, and such portions of his panta- 
loons as were not tucked in his boot- 
tops were roughly covered by a piece 
of sacking. His features were hidden 
behind a much-soiled mask, and a 
black slouch hat. with a very broad 
brim completed his dress. About his 
waist were two belts of cartridges, one 
caliber for use in the rifle and the other 
for the- revolver. A wicked-looking 
bowie knife was swinging at his side, 
and an extra pistol was in his belt. As 
the carbine appeared at the stage door 
the hammer was drawn back, the lock 
clicked and a deep and savage voice 
commanded: “Throw up your ‘hands!’ 
“The appearance.of the robber had 
been so sudden anp@ unexpected that 
he was prepared to send several chunks 
of lead into us ‘we realized that 
we were attacked: "fhe robber's guns 
were at full-cock ae Nathan six feet 
of my breast. Under these circum- 
stances my own pistol lying on the 
fioor of the coach, was of as little serv- 
ice to me as if it had been in New 
York. The doctor’s pistols were equally 
useless as he had only time to extend 
both hands out of the door toward the 
robber to prevent being shot. Upon re- 
alizing the situation my first care was 
to save a valuable watch which I had 
in the poeket farthest from the bandit. 
In putting this out of sight I did not 
elevate my hands so promptly as is 
usual in such high-handed proceedings; 
the highwayman bumped his rifle 
against my fifth rib while his thumb 
and forefinger toyed with the hammer 
and the trigger of his weapon. He re- 
marked: ‘Don’t put your hands over 
there; you just hold ’em up, or Pll 
kill you deader’n h—l! Having com- 
pelled obedience to his first erder he 
‘mext ‘said: . ‘If you fellers want ter 
fight you can begin shootin’ any time 
‘you like; you may git me, but T’'ll git 
some of you first and I'd just as soon 
die as not.’ ‘ 

“I at once remembered that I was 
not hunting stage-robhers, This man 
had never killed me*gX#ny-one of my 
friends that I was 3 e of; he was 
quite a stranger to m d to kill him 
on such short acquaintance I felt might 
be regarded as a marked breach of 
etiquette, to say the least. I concluded,

Dave was at once arrested and 
the usual preparations for lynching 
made. Thoroughly, alarmed Dave made 
a full confession and begged for mercy. 
The robber’s name, he said, was Braz- 
zleton, and he (Dave) had taken no 
direct part in the robberies, but had. 
only suplied Brazzleton with  provi- 
sions. Dave was given his choice either 
to aid in the capture of Brazzleton or 
to swing. Naturally he elected to do 
the former. He accordingly made an 
appointment to meet Brazzleton at a 
point several miles south of Tucson. 

“At that time Charlie Shibell was 
Sheriff of Pima county. He deputized 
six men to assist him in the capture 
of Brazzelton.. The posse repaired to 
the vicinity where Dave and his part- 
ner in crime, whom he «was about to 
betray, were to meet. They concealed 
themselves in the brush and awaited 
the coming of the bandit. e 

“At the hour fixed upon, the stalwart 


form of the lone highwayinan appeared 


in the open space and laid his hat upon 
a log, this being the signal for Dave 
to bring in the supplies. At «nce the 
Sheriff commanded him to surrender. 
The robber made a quick motion, as 
if to draw his pistols, when the sharp 
report of seven shotguns broke the 
stillness of the summer afternoon. 
Brazzelton muttered something that

Brazgzelton, the lone highwayman of 
Arizona, was dead.

He 
received a thorough education as a 
San Francisco hoodlum, and killed dis 
first man when but 15 years old. He 
is known to have robbed nine stages 
in New Mexico and Arizona single- 
handed. Once he was closely pressed 
by a sheriff's posse near Silver City, 
N. M., when he managed to separate 
them, and killed them one by one as 
they came up. He was a great ath- 
lete, and could turn a somersault with- 
out touching the ground.

To a lun- 
cheon these ladies can be invited, and it 
is a convenient and pleasant way to 
social debts. 
pore midday meal should not be elab- 
orate, but should be substantial, as many 
persons follow the continental custom 
of simply taking a cup of coffee for 
their early breakfast. In this, as in 
many other respects, we are apt to 
run into extremes, and the lunch be- 
comes so elaborate a meal that it is 
hard to distinguish between it and din- 
ner. Course after course is served, be- 
ginning with oysters and ending with 
black eoffee; severat wines, including 
champagne, are offered, the table is 
elaborately decorated with flowers, and 
favors, sometimes of great expense, are 
given to the guests. A luncheon was 
given only a day or two since which 
cost $25 a plate without the wine. This 
is all wrong as a matter of taste.

Both 
are ardent members of the Mormon 
church. -They make a thorough, sys- 
tematic canvass of every place of res- 
idence. Upon entering a house one of 
them informs the inmates that they are 
missionaries from the Son of Man, 
sent fof the purpose of warning all men 
to repent and be rebaptized.

PASADENA, Feb. 26.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.) The City Council met in 
regular session at 2 o’clock Monday aft- 
ernoon, President Weed presided and 
all the Trustees were present.

adena avenue. 

On motion the Pasadena Electric, Light 
ond Power Company was granted a two- 
weeks’ extension of time in which to 
complete the Improved electric system for 
Street lighting purposes. 

The matter of establishing a sewer dis- 
trict on Euclid avenue, Arcadia street 
and other streets between Colorado and 
California, was taken up and discussed. 
Justis Brockway, eyes, Dr. 
Briggs and B. M. Kelso addressed the 
board in the capacity of interested prop- 
erty-owners. Tne City Engineer pre- 
Bented an outline diagram of the pro- 
posed district. 

Justis Brockway and E. W. Griffith 
hddressed the board relative to the width 
of the proposed sidewalks on Euclid ave- 
nue between Colorado and California 
streets. 

A resolution of intention Was passed 
to grade, curb and guttér Lake avenue 
between Colorado and Hull streets. 

A resolution of intention was passed 
to grade, curb and gutter Lincoln ave- 
mue between Orange Grove avenue and 
Meuntain street. 

A similar resolution was passed rela- 
tive to Garfield avenue between Illinois 
Btreet and the north city limits. 

An ordinance establishing six election 
precincts tor Pasadena was submitted 
and declared read for the first time. The 
precincts are as follows: 

Precinct No. 1 commences at the in- 
tersection of Raymond avenue and Colo- 
radu street, thence east to the east city 
limits, thence north to the north city 
limits, thence west to Los Robles avenue, 
thence south to Walnut street, thence 
west to Marengo avenue, thence south 
1o Union street, thence west to Raymond 
avenue, thence south to the point of be- 
ginning. 

Precinct No. 2 comprises all of the re- 
maining portion of town lying north of 
Colorado street and east of Lincoln and 
Fair Oaks avenues. 

Precinct No. 3 comprises the remaining 
portion of town lying north of Colorado 
street and west of Lincoln and Fair 
Oaks avenues. 

Precinct No. 4 begins at the intersec- 
tion of Mills and Colorado streets, thence 
west to the west city limits, thence 
south to the south city limits, thence 
east to Pasadena avenue, thence north to 
Bellefontaine avenue, thence east to Pas- 
adena avenue, thence north to Kansas 
street, thence east to Mills street, thence 
north to the point of beginning. 

Precinct No. 5 comprises that portion of 
town lying south of Colorado street, east 
of Precinct No. 4, and bound on the 
pact side by Marengo avenue from the 
zouth city limits to Kansas street, thence 
west to Raymond avenue and thence 
north to Colorado street. 

Precinct No. 6 comprises all of the 're-
